THE NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL 

Canadians will have to be pardoned if 
they fail to detect a familiar ring to the 
title of the Earl of Bessborough, Even 
the minority of them who try to keep 
posted on such matters will thumb their 
reference books, to see if behind the offi- 
cial designation they may discern the fig- 
ure of some one whom they have known 
by repute under another name. The can- 
did majority will simply declare that they 


never heard of the man before; and in 
that they will be right. 

The new Governor-General comes to 
the Dominion as an almost complete 


stranger. If there is any disadvantage in 
that, to him or to the country, there is at 
least one advantage also. He has not been 
in the political limelight in the old lands; 
else he would be known throughout Can- 
ada by report, in association with the poli- 
cies and activities of one or other of the 
parties. By stepping outside that circle, 
His Majesty—on the advice of the Cana- 
dian Government of course—has picked a 
representative whose name carries no sug- 
gestion of partisanship and who can _ be 
received here as having been chosen with 
that qualification in mind, 


THE CRANBROOK REVOLT 


The city council of Cranbrook, B. C., 
thought it would be a good idea to follow 
the lead of the city council of Edmonton; 
and invited the provincial police force to 
take over the duty of policing the town. 
But the ratepayers revolted and demand- 
ed that council reconsider the matter, 
with the result that the mayor and half 
the aldermen have found it appropriate to 
resign. 

What moral the Kdmonton reader 
draws from the incident will perhaps de- 
pend upon how he happens to view the 
proposal that Edmonton should be policed 
by the provincial force.

THE GREAT NORTHLAND 


The Grande Prairie Herald published 
last week a special “On to the Coast” edi- 
tion, advocating the construction of both 
a railway outlet and a highway through 
the mountains, to connect with the rail- 
ways and highways of British Columbia 
and provide direct communication. by rail 
and trail from the Peace River to the Pa- | 
cific ports. 

Two routes are suggested for the pro- 


posed highway; one throuch the Pine Pass 
to Prince George, the other throuch the 
Peace Pass to Vanderhoof. The former 
route, it 's said, would involve the con- | 
struction of only 175 miles of roadway. 

Immediate action in building both the 
railway and the highway is urged, on the | 
ground that th’s would provide work for a 
larere number of settlers in creating facili- 
ties for trade and travel without which 
the development of the Peace River area 
—on both sides of the interprovincial 
boundary—is handicapped, 

INustrating the agricultural capabili- 
ties of the Peace River district, the Herald 
points to the imposing string of world 
championships which have been won by | 
exhibits of grain and grass seed from the 
northern territory.

by municipalities. The remaining sixteen 
millions has been used as a “priming” 
fund; to induce municipalities, provinces, 
and the railways, to undertake construc- 
tion work which would otherwise have 
been postponed. 

A half million dollars was turned over 
to the crossing protection fund that is ad- 
ministered by the Railway Commission, 
The railways were granted the amount of 
the capital charges for a number of years 
on certain undertakings, on condition that 
the work be done at once. The balance 
goes to provinces and municipalities in 
proportion to the amount of construction 
sarried on by them outside their regular 
year’s program, ’ 

Where a municipality spends three dol- 
lars in giving direct relief the Dominion 
contributes one dollar and the province 
concerned another dollar. Where a muni- 
cipality undertakes to carry out an im- 
provement which would not otherwise be 
made the Dominion contributes one dollar 
in four, on condition that the province 
contributes another dollar. For each dol- 
lar spent from the fund for the protection 
of a railway crossing, the municipality 
and the railway must also contribute. 

It is calculated that the sixteen million 
dollars thus appropriated has induced 
municipalities, provinces and railways to 
undertake construction amounting to $66,- 
535,000. Altogether, therefore, the $20,- 
000,000 voted by parliament may be sup- 
posed to have resulted in the outlay of 
about $70,000,000 in the giving of direct 
relief to needy people and the creation of 
employment which would not else have 
been available. 

The outcome of the experiment is to 
show that it is entirely practicable in this 
way to induce an expenditure several 
times larger than the amount contributed 
from the federal funds. Provinces, muni-

MANY KINDS OF HEADACHES 


The brain, being a very sensitive organ, is easily 
affected by changes in either the purity or the yol- 
ume of blood. There is no doubt but that the ma- 
jority of headaches are caused by an unbalanced 


supply of blood to the brain or by irritating toxins in 
the blood. The real cause is not usually located in 
the head, but may be located in some other organ, 
such as the liver, bladder, teeth, intestines, etc. 

As a rule, the location of the ache may give us 
some clue as to the cause. The aehe just over or 
back of the eyes may mean that the colon is over- 
loaded, or it may mean eyestrain Or sinus trouble. 
An ache in the back of the head may mean a con- 
gested uterus or prostate. An ache on the top of the 
head often means bladder irritation. A one-sided 
ache over the eye or in the cheek bone may mean 
abscessed teeth or an infected sinus or antrum. 
Aches over the temples often indicate flatulence. 
Periodic headaches on one side of the head often in- 
dicate liver congestion. Pounding in the ears may 
indicate high blood pressure. Of course, one cannot 
determine from symptoms alone just where the cause 
lies, but I want to point out in this article that one 
should search for the cause more deeply than the 
symptoms might sometimes indicate, 

The reason that so many people have headaches 
is that there are so many conditions which start them, 
Among these are: sitting in a hot room too long, get- 
ting too tired or worn out shopping, stuffy air, get- 


ting angry, skipping a meal, discontinuing coffee 
suddenly, nervous excilement, biliousness, constipa- 
tion, kidney trouble, diabetes, acidosis, excessive 


stomach acidity, anemia, high or iow blood pressure, 
colds, influenza, tonsillitis, gas, sinus troubles, too 
much alcohol which brings on the “morning after” 
headache, prolapsus, goltre, pituitary compression, 
eyestrain and various infective diseases producing a 
poisoning of the system, The main cause of all 
headaches, however, is toxemia or a toxic condition 
of the body. his is especially true if one bars head- 
aches due to accident, Once the underlying toxemia 
has been removed headaches usually disappear quick- 
ly. 

Nearly all headaches can be cured or relieved by 
taking an enema, then a hot foot bath and lying 
down in a darkened room for a few minutes with a 
cold compress over the forehead and back of the 
neck, It is also a good plan to take a frult fast for 
a few days if you are habitually troubled with aching 
in your head 

It is & mistake for a sufferer to dose himself with 
headache medicine to desensitize his nervous system 
against the warning of pain, without seeking to find 
out the cause and overcome it. Such medicines may 
be permissible in an emergency to relieve suffering, 
but many people make the mistake of considering 
them cures and do not seek oul the real cause, By 
all means do not be satiofied with temporary cures 
tor headaches, but be diligent in your search for the 
real cause and determine t© correct your bad habits 
and banish this distressing trouble which, if allowed 
© continue, will lower your vitality and efficiency.
